Deduction For Bad Debts 
Bad debts constitute a consider- 
able item in the returns of many 
taxpayers and may be treated in 
one of two ways—either by deduc- 
tion from gross income in respect 
to debts ascertained to be worth- 
less either in whole or in part and 
charged off, or by a deduction of 
a reasonable addition to a reserve 
for bad debts. Taxpayers were giv- 
en an option for 1921 to select either 
of the two methods. 
used in the return for 1921 must 
be used in return for subsequent 
years unless permission is granted 
by the Commissioner of internal 
Revenue to change to the other 
method. Application to change must 
be made at least 30 days prior to 
the close of the taxable year for 
which the change is to be effective.

County Relief 
Trends Noted 


Indigent Aid Declines, 
Aged Aid Up, Study By 
Tax Association Shows 


In El Dorado County, the four 
kinds of relief administered by the 
county welfare department showed 
the following trends in 1940, Janu- 
ary and November case loads com- 
pared: county indigent aid, down 
from 70 in January to 57 in Novem- 
ber persons receiving aged aid up 
from 431 in January to 470 in No- 
vember persons receiving aid to the 
needy blind, 10 in January to 11 in 
November; children receiving or- 
phan aid, 93 in January to 67 in 
November. These facts are brought 
out in a study of county-adminis- 
tered relief, just made public by 
California Taxpayers’ association. 

Over the state as a whole, the 
county indigent case load dropped 
from 38,589 in January to 36,624 in 
November, the association found. 

The number of persons receiving 
aid to the needy aged jumped from 
134,740 to 149,739 during the period. 
Those receiving aid to the needy 
blind increased from 6,933 to 7,351. 
The number of children receiving 
orphan aid went from 39,963 to 42,- 
048. During November, these four 
kinds of welfare alone cost $7,625,- 
304 in California. 

All these aids are supported, at 
least in part, through the county 
tax rate levied on property, the as- 
sociation pointed out. County in- 
digent aid comes entirely from 
county taxes; aid to the needy aged, 
needy blind, and dependent children 
is supported from federal, state and 
county taxes. 

Any unjustified expansion of the 
case load for any kind of relief, in- 
cluding SRA and the types of fed- 
eral relief extended, boomerangs 
directly on the taxpayer is unwar- 
ranted and unnecessary increases in 
the taxes he must pay, the Taxpay- 
ers’ association decared. On the 
other hand, every time relief is de- 
nied an ineligible applicant and ev- 
ery time investigation shows a re- 
cipient should be removed, the tax- 
payer benefits in reduced demands 
upon him for taxes to pay for re- 
lief.

on examination of the return. Per- 
mision to adopt the reserve method 
is limited to taxpayers having a 

number of accounts where! 
credit is extended over a consider- 
able period of time. It is not grant- 
ed for the purpose of handling one 
specific debt. 

What constitutes a “reasonable 
addition” to a reserve for bad debts 
must be determined in the light of 
the facts, and will vary as between 
classes of business and with condi- | 
tions of business properity. It will 
depend primarily upon the total 
amount of debt outstanding as of 
the close of the taxable year, those 
arising currently as well as those 
arising in prior taxable years, and 
the total amount of the existing re- 
serve. In case subsequent realiza- 
tions upon outstanding debts prove 
to be more or less than estimated at 
the time of the creation of the ex- 
isting reserve, the amount of the 
excess or inadequacy in the exist- 


the determination of the reasonable 
addition necessary in the taxable 
year. A taxpayer using the reserve 
method should show in his return 
the volume of charge sales (or other 
business transactions) for the year, 
and the percentage of the reserve to 
such amount, the total amount of 
notes and accounts receivable at the | 
beginning and end of the taxable; 
year, and the total amount of the 
debts ascertained to be worthless 
and charged against the reserve 
during the taxable year.

JOHN WINKELMAN’S “ARSENAL” 
260 RIFLES AND PISTOLS AND 
CONTINUES TO GROW 


John Winkelman, county horticul- 
tural commissioner and chairman of 
the conservation committee of the 
El Dorado County Chamber of Com- 


merce, was the subject of a recent 
write-up in a Sacramento paper 
with special relation to his hobby of 
collecting firearms. 

The article says his collection, in- 
cluding rifles and pistols, numbers 
260 and scarcely a month passes but 
what he adds to the collection.
